165th semi-annual general conferen 


Worthiness, obedience 
themes of conference

Striving for worthiness and abolish- 
ing worldliness was the message lead- 
ers of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints conveyed in the 
church’s 165th semi-annual General 
Conference. 

Church president Gordon B. 
Hinckley quoted the prophet Joseph 
Smith as saying “Where doubt is, 
faith has no power.” President 
Hinckley then encouraged any Saint 
who had drifted to come back to the 
solid grounds of the church. “We 
don’t condone the sin, but we love the 
sinner,” President Hinckley said. 

Several other church leaders echoed 
the message of President Hinckley, 
stressing the importance of forgive- 
ness. Elder Neal A. Maxwell of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
spoke of sins of omission and sins of 
commission, stating that while most 
people avoid the sins of commission, 
they often commit those of omis- 
sion—which most frequently occurs 
when one fails to get outside of one’s 
self. 

He said that both types of sins result 
in a lack of qualifying for the celestial 
kingdom. 

President Boyd K. Packer, acting 
president of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, quoted the teachings 
of the prophet Joseph Smith, saying, 
“There is never a time when the spirit 
is too old to approach God. All are 
within reach of pardoning mercy, who 
have not committed the unpardonable 
sin.” 

“Most mistakes can be settled 
between us and the Lord, and should 
be done speedily,” said Elder Packer. 

Eider Bruce D: Porter-of the 
Quorum of the Seventy spoke of the 
atonement, reminding saints that 


Jesus Christ redeemed mankind from 
the bondage of sin through his sacri- 
fice, but that only through repentance 
can these blessings be received. 

Faithfully following the guidance of 
church leaders was another step dis- 
cussed in achieving worthiness. Elder 
M. Russell Ballard of the Quorum of 
the Twelve said, ““We don’t need more 
members who question every detail; 
we need members who have felt with 
their hearts, who live close to the spir- 
it and follow its promptings joyfully 
. without requiring miraculous mani- 
festation.” 

Jeanette Hales Beckham, general 
president of the Young Women, told 
Saints to seek the power of righteous- 
ness by following the council of the 
Lord. 

Elder Hans Ringger said Saints must 
be willing to accept the restored 
gospel in all its’ fullness, which 
includes God’s authority and the 
authority of His servants. 

The growing pressures of the evils 
of the world was brought up in sever- 
al talks. 

Elder Dallin H. Oaks, of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, stat- 
ed that Jesus always builds up the 
children of God and never tears down, 
and where the former serves the cause 
of the Master, the latter serves the 
cause of the adversary. 

Elder Jack Goaslind, of the presi- 
dency of the Quorum of the Seventy, 
urged members to create their own 
“spiritual mountaintops” to receive 
truth and inspiration. Elder Goaslind 
brought up the power of the testimony 
of Jesus Christ as an untapped 
resource for inspiration. 


Elder Porter also spoke of how . 


worldly pleasures and pursuits can be 
forgotten if one follows the example 
of Jesus Christ through his humility, 
non-worldliness and sacrifices.

Patience Key in facing life’s many challenges

Patience, not instantaneous solutions 
to problems, is the key to facing life’s 
many difficulties, said President 
Thomas S. Monson in the opening 
talk of the Sunday morning session of 
the General Conference. 

“The counsel heard in our youth is 
still applicable today and should be 
heeded; ‘hold your horses,’ ‘keep 
your shirt on,’ ‘slow down,’ ‘don’t be 
in such a hurry,’ ‘follow the rules,’ ‘be 
careful,’ are more than trite expres- 
sions. 

“They describe sincere counsel and 
speak the wisdom of experience.” 

A car filled with teenagers careening 
recklessly down a windy canyon road 
can end in disaster, lost lives and pain 
for family members, President 
Monson said. 

“The glee-filled moment can turn in 
an instant to a lifetime of regret. Oh 
precious youth, please give life a 
chance. Apply the virtue of patience.” 

President Monson said patience is a 
“helpful companion” to those who are 
lonely, aged, sick, helpless and who 
feel abandoned. 

Joseph Smith, after his vision in the 
sacred grove, suffered three years of 
derision before the angel Moroni 
came to him with further instruction, 
President Monson said. He then had 
to wait again. Job, a man of perfection 
and uprightness, lost his possessions 
and health, yet nevertheless endured 
and “personified patience.” And 
Christ surpassed all people in his 
patience. 

“His life is the flawless example of 
one afflicted with sorrows and disap- 
pointments, who nonetheless provid-

President Monson said he made a 
promise 27 years ago to the Saints in 
the tiny East German town of 
Goerlitz. He told them if they would 


remain true and faithful to the com- 
mandments of God, they would be 
granted all of the blessings (of church 
growth) that any othet member of the 
church in any other country of the 
world enjoys. 

Eventually, little by little, President 
Monson said, a patriarch was called, 
wards were formed, buildings built, 
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during the Saturday afternoon session of confer- 
ence. The First Presidency stressed obedience to 
the Lord, patience in life’s afflictions, and following 
Christ’s example in their talks.

Trials, disappointments and 
heartache come into our lives from 
two sources, said Elder Richard G: 
Scott, a member of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles. 


“Those who transgress the laws of 
God will always have those chal- 


lenges,” he said. “The other reason 
for adversity is to accomplish the 
Lord’s own purposes in our life that 
we may receive the refinement that 
comes from testing.” 

Elder Scott said distinguishing 
between the two sources is vital, since 
the corrective action for each is very 
different.

Elder Scott said people facing 
challenges should ask “What am I to 
learn from this experience?” and 
“How can I remember my many 
blessings in times of trial?” 

By asking these questions, people 
will be able to develop in the way 
God wants them to develop, Elder 
Scott, said. 

“He (God) gives you experiences 
that stimulate growth, understanding 
and compassion which polish you for 
your everlasting benefit,” he said. “To 
get you from where you are to where 
he wants you to be requires a lot of 
stretching, and that generally entails 
discomfort and pain.” 

Elder Scott said when people exer- 
cise faith and say “Thy will be done,” 
they are in the best position to receive 
help from a loving Heavenly Father.

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Priesthood blessings 
can give spiritual gifts

Members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints can receive 
their spiritual gifts if they ask for 
priesthood blessings and live worthily 
to receive them, said President James 
E. ‘Faust, second counselor in the First 
Presidency in his conference address 
Sunday. 

“These individualized priesthood 
blesSings are a powerful witness of 
the loye of the Lord, Jesus Christ, in 
seeking to bring exaltation to each of 
us,’-he said. “They are our personal 
revelation from God.” 

President Faust said priesthood 
blessings tell us how to focus our 
lives,-much as his grandmother’s 
maghifying glass that she used to read 
and to do needlework. 

“Lf, through priesthood blessings, 
we‘could perceive only a small part of 
the person God intends us to be, we 
would lose our fear and never doubt 
again,” he said. 

President Faust encouraged church 
members to receive their patriarchal 
blessing at a young age and before 
important events in their lives occur. 
He also said to read the blessings 
often. 

“Lcharge the faithful members of 
this*church to seek to understand the 
full significance of your blessings.” he 
said. “Gifts may have been bestowed 
upon you of which you are unaware. 
These gifts can be of both a profound- 


ly spiritual and temporal nature. I 
pray that we may all receive our spiri- 
tual gifts.” 

“Our patriarchal blessing will be an 
anchor to our souls, and if we are 
worthy, neither death nor the devil can 
deprive us of the blessings pro- 
nounced,” he said. “They are bless- 
ings we can enjoy now and forever.” 

Blessings are just a window to 
member’s futures and don’t necessari- 
ly include everything that will happen 
in their lives, President Faust said. 

“The fact that one’s patriarchal 
blessing may not mention: important 
events in life, such as a mission or 
marriage, does not mean they will not 
happen,” he said. 

President Faust said that patriarchal 
blessings are indeed from the 
Patriarch, Heavenly, Father. The 
priesthood office is one /of service, not 
administration. f 

“Our patriarchs devote themselves 
fully to their callings/and do all they 
can to live in faith and worthiness so 
that each blessing is inspired,” he 
said. “As moved upon the Holy Spirit, 
the patriarch declares by inspira- 
tion...” 

“Our blessings can encourage us 
when we are discouraged, strengthen 
us when we are fearful, comfort us 
when we sorrow, give us courage 
when we are filled with anxiety, and 
lift us up when we are weak in spirit,” 
he said.

The idea that perfection is pending 
was the message Elder Russell M. 


- Nelson of the Quorum of the Twelve 


Apostles had for LDS church mem- 
bers at the Sunday afternoon session 
of general conference. 

Elder Nelson reminded members 
that though when comparing one’s 
personal performance to the supreme 
standard of the Lord’s expectation, 
the reality of imperfection can be 
depressing, the Lord gives no com- 
mandments impossible to obey. 

Elder Nelson classified obtaining 
perfection into two categories, mortal 
and immortal, or eternal, perfection. 

He said that many faithful saints, 
including Noah, Seth and Job, had 
obtained mortal perfection. 

“This does not mean that these peo- 
ple made no mistakes or never had 
need of correction,” Elder Nelson 
said. “The process of perfection 
includes challenges to overcome and 
steps to repentance that may be very 
painful.” 

Elder Nelson said mortal perfection 
can be achieved by trying to perform 
every duty, keeping every law, and 
striving to be as perfect in our sphere 
as Heavenly Father is in His. 

“If we do the best we can, the Lord 
will bless us according to our deeds 
and the desires of our hearts.” 

Elder Nelson said through his study 
of the Bible in its original Greek he 


has obtained a greater understanding 
of the word “perfect.” 

“Please note that the word does not 
imply freedom from error, it implies 
achieving a distant objective,’ Elder 
Nelson said. 

Eternal perfection, as well as mortal 
perfection must also be obtained. 
“The perfection that the Savior envi- 
sions for us is much more than error- 
less performance.” 

“It is the eternal expectation as 
expressed by the Lord in his great 
intercessory prayer to his Father—that 
we might be made perfect and be able 
to dwell with them in the eternities 
ahead.” 

Elder Nelson suggested that resur- 
rection is requisite for eternal perfec- 
tion, as are temple covenants. 

“Eternal perfection is reserved for 
those who overcome all things and 
inherit the fullness of the Father in his 
heavenly mansions. Perfection con- 
sists in gaining eternal life—the kind 
of life that God lives.” 

Elder Nelson told members of the 
church to take encouragement from 
the Savior’s example of a perfect life, 
and that earnestly following such 
lofty standards will produce great 
inner peace and incomparable joy. 

“When our imperfections appear, we 
can keep trying to correct them. We 
can be more forgiving of flaws in our- 
selves and among those we love.” 

Elder Nelson encouraged members 
not to be dismayed if earnest efforts 
toward perfection now seem arduous 
and endless. Perfection is pending. 


Access windows of light, truth, 
Elder Wirthlin advises church

In a world where the click of a but- 
ton can access endless windows of 
information, the members of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints must learn to access the eternal 
“windows of light and truth.” 

Elder Joseph B. Wirthlin of the 
Council of the Twelve Apostles com- 
pared the advancing age of technolo- 
gy to the rapidly progressing work of 
the LDS Church at Sunday after- 
noon’s session of conference. 

“In this dispensation of the fullness 
of times, the ‘revelation superhigh- 
way’ has been carrying heavy traffic 
of eternal truth ever since that day in 
the spring of 1820 when the Lord 
answered a farm boy’s fervent 
prayer,’ Elder Wirthlin said. 

Like computers that open windows 
of information to students, business 
professionals. lawyers, doctors and 
anyone else who has access to the 
information superhighway, “God 
opens windows of gospel light-and 
truth” unto his prophets. 

Likewise, “if we configure our 
hearts and minds properly with faith, 
disciplined obedience, prayer and 
scripture study, we can access the net- 
work of divine and eternal truth.” 

The prophets and the scriptures are 
the windows to these truths. 

“The Lord counsels us to become 
skilled in using these spiritual win- 
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dows so we can seek and receive per- 
sonal revelation for ourselves and our 
families.” 

“When the storms of life leave us 
confused, the windows of revelation 
can guide us safely home to our 
Heavenly Father,” Elder Wirthlin 
added. 

As long as the saints remain faithful, 
the windows remain open, Elder 
Wirthlin told members. 

However, “nothing closes them 
faster that disobedience,” he said. 

“The unworthy cannot access fully 
the network of revealed truth.” 

Contributing to missionary service, 
paying tithing and keeping the Word 
of Wisdom help to ensure that the 
windows will be open when needed. 

Keeping the mind and heart pure, by 
avoiding the evils of the media is also 
important, Elder Wirthlin said. 

“The windows of computer moni- 
tors and television screens can bring 
to us very useful information, but they 
also can bring information that is evil, 
degrading and destructive. 

“In recent=years, as standards of 
public decency and morality have 
declined and as public media have 
reflected and often led that decline, 
these words of loving concern from 
inspired shepherds of the Lord’s flock 
have come with more frequency and 
greater urgency,” Elder Wirthlin said.

Part of this agreement was that any 
editorial change on any Culturgram 
from Microsoft would need clearance 
from BYU. 

In 1994, Microsoft decided it want- 
ed to take the Culturgrams into a 
wider audience internationally. 
Lindsey talked to Skabelund about a 
possibility of buying the information. 
Under this new contract, signed in 
June 1994, Microsoft doesn’t have to 
go through BYU’s process of clear- 
ance for editorial changes, which had 
taken a lot of time. 

“We officially amended the 1993 
contract and sold the information con- 
tained in the Culturgrams,” Skabelund 
said. “This contract is not really a 
buy-out of the Culturgrams because 
we still own the copyright, but 


Microsoft has digital electronic use of 


the data contained in the 1993 
Culturgram edition.” 

The 1993 edition contained 118 
Culturgrams. Since the 1993 edition, 
BYU has added 24 new Culturgrams. 
Microsoft has purchased them, as 
well, according to the terms of the 
amendment contract. 


“The contract sets up the parameters 
for our future relationships. It says 
how much money they need to pay for 
new or revised Culturgrams in the 
future,’ Skabelund said. 

Microsoft and BYU said this is a 
win-win deal. 

“All the money we are receiving 
from Microsoft is going into a 
Culturgram endowment,” Skabelund 
said. “The interest from that endow- 
ment supports 
International and Areas Studies. We 
also hope to use this interest to devel- 
op other publications.” 

Culturgrams started in 1974, when 
President Kimball challenged.mem- 


bers of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints to build bridges of 


understanding and friendship with 
people of different cultures around the 
world. 

BYU’s Language and Intercultural 
Research Center was assigned to pre- 
pare information sheets on various 
countries for General Authorities 
attending area conferences around the 
world. BYU sold the first set of about 
55 Culturgrams to the public in 1979. 
About 87 Culturgrams have been 
added to the first edition. 

The Culturgrams are written by peo- 
ple who meet certain residence, edu- 
cational and professional criteria 
established by the Kennedy Center. 


Each text represents the efforts of 


scholars from all over the world who 
have had experience living and work- 
ing in the countries, Skabelund said. 

Each Culturgram draft is reviewed 
by a panel of individuals with varied 
backgrounds.

Other BYU scores included Ai Lian 
Lim at 233 (78-82-88, tied for 34th), 
Catalina Navarro at 234 (76-79-79, 
tied for 40th), Stephanie Belnap at 
237 (78-82-77, tied for 51st), and 
Doreena Ng at 259 (77-91-91, tied for 
89th). 

“We're encouraged,” said Howard, 
who was pleased with several players’ 
scores.

Howard said the team needs to get 
in better shape, because when you get 
tired you make more mistakes.

‘Church leaders | 
address gender 
in Ensign article

SALT PEAKE GLY. — EDS 
church leaders are bringing dis- 
cussion of homosexuality out of 
the closet, seeking to explain to 
distraught parents of those with 
homosexual tendencies and to the 
general membership why same- 
sex unions are anathema. 

In the October edition of the 
Ensign magazine, Elder Dallin H. 
Oaks, of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, writes that gen- 
der is a pre-mortal characteristic 
and that Satan is out to “confuse 
what it means to be male or 
female.” 

“The struggles of those who are 
troubled by same-sex attraction 
are not unique. There are many 
kinds of temptations, sexual and 
otherwise. The duty to resist sin 
applies to all of them,” Elder Oaks 
said in the eight-page article. 

Until recently, leaders of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints have publicly discussed 
homosexuality mostly in general 
condemnations of immorality. 

But in the past month, they have 
thrice proclaimed their opposition 
in high-profile forums. And Elder 
Oaks’ article, while disappointing 
to many gay church members and 
their parents, is significant for its 
acknowledgment of scientific 
research that tends to show homo- 
sexual attraction has biological 
underpinnings. 

Oaks stressed that the subject of 
sexual orientation is “highly com- 
plex” and scientific knowledge 
about it in its infancy. Firm con- 
clusions to “nature” versus “nur- 
ture” arguments over sexuality 
“must await many additional sci- 
entific studies.” 

Nevertheless, he wrote, church 
members should refrain from 
using the words “homosexual, les- 
bian and gay” as nouns because to 
do so would run counter to church 
doctrine. 

“It is wrong to use these words 
to denote a condition, because this 
implies that a person is consigned 
by birth to a circumstance in 
which he or she has no choice in 
respect to the critically important 
matter of sexual behavior,’ Elder 
Oaks wrote. 

He also condemned those who 
engage in “gay-bashing” and 
urged church members to show 
compassion toward those infected 
with the HIV virus or afflicted 
with AIDS, “who may or may not 
have acquired their condition from 
sexual relations.” i
